PATENTED AND UNPATENTED LANDS,

During #ix years, embracing the period since the
n‘ol the mot of 20th May, 1364, the records
show that four thonsand six hundred and thirty
(4630) tracts of land have been puiented, and that
the sum of two handred and twenty-niue thousand
five hundred and forty dollare and six cents
asu.m-mtlm\rn beon pald into the State Treasury
rough this department, as against twelve hundred
aud elghtoen tructa patented, and sixty-eight thou-
sand seven hupdred aod pixty-three dollars amd
fAfty.-peven conta ($68,76307) pald In durlong the six
years preceding 1884,  This augurs well for the pre-
gont systom of collecting these acconnts, for If the
bare publioation of the Imw has brought about sg
mach aotivity on the subject of patenting lands, it 18
but reaponable to expoct that the lien dockets, which
bring the matter home to the people, a2 they do, Ly
showing what tracts are anpatented, will canse the
great body of owners of mz‘palunlcd Innds to ligals
date the amounts dne the State,

The act of 8th April, 1869, which restrains the At-
torney-General from proceeding to collect the lens
under the seventh se tion of the act of 20th May,
1864, for one year from the date at whioh the
Yigounty land lien dockets” are forwarded to the
counties, respectively, was eminently jast and
foraper. hecause it glves those Interested ample timo

prepare thelr onses, and send in thelr applications
and receive their .patents, without Incurring the
additonal cost that u snit in the courts of Daophin
connty would Im upon them. But it I8 not
thooght that it would be to the best interest of elther
the Btate or the debtor to extend the time thus
lnited, To do so wonld be but to repout, In another
form, the history of the act of 1585, for it woald in-
duce procrastination, and excite hopes that still
further extension of time or easler terms would be
offered. The mode now ndopted for the collection
of these llens s belleved (0 ba the best that has been
devised, and a few years of active and ear,.o! on.
foroement of it wiil wipe out, 8o far as can L dne,
this long deferred and unfinished business,

THE PAYMENT OF LAND CLAIME,

What may have been the controlling motive of the
State for its long-continued forbearance in the past
cannol now be certainly koown, though It ean be
readily conceived that before the development of the
resources of the Commonwealth by asystem of pub-
lic improvements, and before the netwerk of raii-
roads were caonstructed, which now afford direct
means of communication to almost every connty—
when money was very difficalt to bé obitalned, and
the farmer able to do but little more than make a
living in the sparsely settled disiricts—the lnmber
and mineral lande almost valoeless, because scarcel
anf progress had been made towands making avali-
able the weaith contained In them, there were
etrong regsons for allowing time to the owners
to fulfil the contracts made with the State
for their lands, And, further, it s troe
that the lunds remained & guarantes for the
ultimate payment of the claling agalnst them, be-
sldes, the amounts in particular cases, as a rule, were
small, with the excoption of the accounts t
what are technically Known as “Applications™ and
“actual Settioments,” on which not one dollar, in
most indtances, has ever been paid. But now that
the lands have apprecisted in valus to such an
extent that the om{iuu.l price nf them, even where
the whole of It remains nnpaid (and the proportion
of such cases to the whole number of Heus ver
small), |8 scarcely an item when compared with
thelr snt valoe, there can be no régson, elther
In equity or (ruhllt' policy, why payment should not
be made and the titles fully completed, How mani-
fest and striking the difersnce between the leniency
of the State Lowards those owing her on account of
Jands, and the rigorous collection of olalms against
other defanlting debtors!

Many additiona] reasons might be addaced why
these long deferred clalms should be setiled, not the
least of which 18 the necessity and oot of malntoin-
fug this department. 1f the necessary messares
should ¢ adopted, and the laws vigorously en-
forced, 1 can see no valld reason why all the ac-
eounts, of every charancter, should mnot be entirely
sotded in four or five years, the departiment, assoch,

sed, and the building and records, with a sufi-
clent pnmber of vlerks to farnish ofMcial copies,
placud under the control of some otber department
of the Swate Government,
o INBMOURITY OF THE STATE ARCHIVES,
ave frequently called attention to the [nse-

LAND PATENT REGULATIONS,

The fol n?u.mlm relative to lesnin
patents are publlshed for the loformation snd guid-
ance of owners of unpatented landa:—

L The patent must lssue to the actusl owner of
the land or party holding title under the warrantee,
or W the executors, trustees, or lieirs and legal
represenialives of the perdon o whom title was
vested at  death, or o the gowrdians of minor
children of the deceased.

1L Warrantees who remaln the owners of the land
Warranted and sarveyed 1o them, can obtain patents
in thelr own names (If Do caveal remains undeler-
mined) without farnishing any brief! or statement of
title, ml} payment of back purchase mopey, inte-

L Execntors, trustees, and guardlans ropresent.

St. Louis is in & state of great excitement over
the case of Mr. Heltkamp, conceriing which we
have already given some information. The RKe-
publican of January 8 has the following addi-
tional particulars:—

The fifth day has clapsed since the body of
Mr, Heltkamp passed into a comatose condi-
tion, resembling death, and yet there s no
change in the color of his features, the touch of
his fleeh, other than a small degree of nonatural
coldness, His eves are closed as If elosed in
slesp, and in fact, if the hody was taken out of
the coffin and placed on o bed, and then shown
to persons ignorant of the circumstances, they
would most unquestionably declare the man was
in o deep sleep. There I8 no softening of the
flesh, no Indieafions whatever of putrefaction.
There Is an entire absence of that odor that is
alone peculiar to a dead human body. The fingers
and wriet joints are still flexible, while there is
an absence of deathly silfinesa from the neek
joints. These facts, at the expiration of the fAfth
day from the time it was suppo:ed he died, sur-
round the case with great and increasing inte-
rest, nud many are heard declaring that the man
cannot be dead. [If it is not death, then what is
it7 8o far no reasonable satisfactory explana-
tion, neither for the absence of the usual at-
tendants of death (puotrefaction, ete)), if he be
dead, nor of outward evidences of animation,
if he, indeed, be living, have been given, and
the yuotation—

“God MOVes n A Mysterous way

His wonders to perform,”
Dccurs to the mind as often as the case la men-
tloned. He may be dead, and yet may be alive,
and ata late bour last night, & majority of the
r.cul.hz conversant with the case inclined to the
atter opinlon, and were quite freein so ex-
pressing themselves.

There are accounts on record of the opening
of graves long years after burial, when the
bodies, once clothed in flesh, were found in such
a position as to indicate clearly that they had
turped over, How did tlm{‘ get in that positlon?
Muny vears ago, an English countess apparentl
died. Her body was placed in the vanit. 1t
wns known that she wore on her fingers some
valuable jewelry. A few nights after the vault
was broken open, an attempi mede to slip the
ringe from her fingers, but they would not pass
over the joints. The fiends or robbers, In
order to accomplish their pur;lmsu, cut one
of the fingers off. The blood .started,
and in less time than It takes to write 1L, the
Countess rose In ber coffin, and was fiually re-
stored to her family and friends ard lived for
many years. - Was her condition when placed in
the vault the same a8 that in which Mr. Heit-
kamp ls now lying, or his like hers? There are
other instances where persons were supposed Lo
have died, and were clothed and collined for
burial, and yet revived and lived for many
years, They siated, after recovery, that they
were fully cogulzant of all that was golug
on around them, but yel were powerless—pal-
sled In every natural function, except
thought. Just such sn instance was described
by Mr. Heitkamp to his danghter Josephine, as
ocourring to him o & dream. He was robed in
the habilfmcnta of death, coffined and carried to
the charch. There the power of conscliousness
and of actlon returned. Can It be that there Is
to be & full verlication of this strange dream?—
that some unaccouniable snd Inexplicable
agency is at work in this case for the accom-
pﬁahment of o strange purpose?

It is the fixed determination of the immediate
relatives of Mr. Heltkamp to retain his bod
from burial until there are unmistakable evi-
dences that putrefaction bas commenced. Then,
and not till then, will the body be removed from
the room In which It now lies.

The atmosphere of the room in which the body
les 1s not at all cold. There 18 & large stove in
the adjoiniog room and the communicating door
is kept open.

AN OLD DESPERADO.

v
Arrest of an Arknnsas Traveller Who Acknow-
ledges Haviog Boen Ceneerned In Two Muar

ders.

The followlng le taken from the Momphis
Avalanohe of January 8:—

Information reached the police authorities

estorday Irom Helena, Ark,, thata vnegro named
inmes Thomas, who ia implicated in the murder
of a colored man named George Smith, on Dr.
Peterson's place, near Marlon, about six weeks
glnce, had fled to this place. The officers of
police were promptly put on the traek of the
fugitive, who was soon arrested snd brought to
the First Distriet 8tation. He at first denied all
knowledge of the murder, even after belag
closely questioned by Superintendent Pearne.
An uf u&t expression, however, that the autho-
rities of Memphis had no right to arrest him for
what he might have done in Arkausas, proved
that the police had captured the right individual;
and when he saw that he was “‘cornered,” he
considered it best to “own up.” He stated that
he and another negro named Green Miler had
had a quarrel with the deceased, George Smith,
and from words they come to blows, wheon
Bmith raised his gun and shot him (Thomas) in
the right breast, infiicting a serlous wound, the
marks of which he exhibited. The instant he
fired the shot, Grean Miller raised his gun and
shot Smith through the heart, killing him. in-
stantly. Miller has been arrested, wod Thomas
was taken into cuslody us as accomplice.

From his own account, Thomas seams (o be n
regular desperado, and this is nol the first deed
of blood wr&:i which be basa been connected.
About three months ago, while he was living at
Balding's Landing, he ullmieu that a negro
named Jos Allen got under his houso, with the
Intention, it was suspected, of comling up
through the floor for the purpose of committing
a eriminal sssanlt on Thomas' slster. Thomas
bheard the nolse, and, selzing an ax, ordered him
to come out. Several of the neighbors gathered
round, and when Allen emerged from his hidin
place ‘homas selzed o double-barreled gun an
shot him on the spot, )

Immediately after com:uuungl the murder
Thomas fled and went to live on Dr, Peterson's
plantation, In the vicinity of Marion, where he
continued to live untll the murder of Smith. He
seems to be in a falr way of paylng the penalty
of hils numerous crimes.

~It appears certain that Monselgneur Du-
breuil, Archblshop of Avignon, and not Cardinal
Boonechose, will suceeed to the see of Lyons
and the primacy of France.

The followlog circular has been addressed by
the staff officers of the navy fo the slgners of the
petition circulated among the New York moer-
chants, published In theso despatches a faw days
AR0:—

DrcEMBER 99, 1840, 5iy:.The above memorial,
glgned under date of November 18, 1569, by yourself
and fifty-three other distinguished and influential
citizens of New York, has been presented to the
Congress of the United States. Your signsture, and
that of the other gentlemen associnted with yon,
must have been given nnder grest misapprehension
of the facts, which are that in every plan and scheme
of staf rank which we have ever presented, the
superior rank and suthority of eommanding oficers
have been carefully prolected as essential to that
discipline which I8 as much deslred by stamr omMcers
a8 by the other hall of the navy—facts well
known to every oficer in the service, and to the

Why Lord Byron Must Have Been
Guilty—The Physiologieal Axr-
gumen', and its Bearing
Against Him,

The following Is the curlons physiologleal
argoment advaneed by Mra. Blowe to show that
Lord Byron must have heen gullty of the erime
of which she charges him, becanse of his abnor-
mal constitution:—

The credibllity of the accusation of the un-
patural crime charged to Lord Byron is jrenter
tkan If charged o most men, e was born of
parents both of whom were remarkable for per-
fectly ungoverned passions. Thers appears to
be historical evidence that he was spoaki
literal truth when he says to Medwin of his
fathor:—

‘e would have made n d>a1 hero for
More. He ran out three fortunes, and ml}'[rill:dn.‘hr
1an away with thros women. . . , He s med born
for his own rain and thet of the other wex, e be
by seducing 1 udy Carmmrtics, and spent hep
thousand pounds ; and, no. conieut with one adven.
ture of this Kind, afterwuids oloped with Miss Gor.
don. " —Medwin's Conepsations, p, 81,

Lady Carmarihen here spoken of was the
mother of Mrs. Leigh. Miss Gordon became
Lord Byron's motler.

By his own aceconnt and that of Moore, slie
was a passionate, nogoverned, though affection-
ate woman. Lord Byron says to Medwin:—

1 lost my father when 1 was only six years of
My mother, when she was in & passion Jm me 4&
1 gave her cause enough), used Lo say, O you ttle
dunl{uuarenll'mu all over!l you are as bad as
vour father "—Ibid., p. 51

By all the accounts of hia chlldhood and early
vouth, 1t is made apparent that ancestral canses
had sent hlm lnto the world with o most perilous
aud oxcepllonal sensltiveness of brain and
nervons system. which It would have required
the most judiclous course of edueation to direct
sately and happlly.

Lord Byron often speaks as if he deemed him-
self gnbject to tendencvies which might terminate
in insanity. The ldca Is <0 often mentioned and
dwelt upon Iu his letters, journals, and con-
voreations that we eannot but ascribe it to
some very peculiar experience, and not to mere
affectation.

But in the history of Lia carly clhilldhood and
youth, we see no ovidence of any origioal mal-
formation of pature. We see ouly exidence of
one of those organizations, full of hope nud:full
of peril, which adverse influences mlrllt uaslly
drive to Insanity, but wlse physiological traln-
Ine and judlu‘uaun moral collure might have
guided to the most spleadid results. But of
these he had neither. e was alternately the
pet and vietim of his moibor's \unuilinons na-
ture, and equally injored boih by her love and
her anger. A Scolch maid of glous charac-
ter gave him curI[v serions impressions of reli-
glon, and thus added the eloment of an awak-
ened congclence o {ho conllieting ones of his
character.

Edueation, in tht-t{m sper sense of the word,did
not exist in Fogland in those days, luya]utl;;ﬁl-
cal considerations of (he influence of the body
on the soul, of the power of braln and nerve
over meral development, had then not even en-
tered the general thought of socloty, The sehool
and college education literally taught bhim no-
thing but the ancient clussles, of whose power
in exclildg and developing tho animal passions
Byron often speaks,

The morality of the times is strikingly exem-
plified even In ita lilerary criticlsm.

For example:—One of Byrou's poems, writtan
while a schoolboy at Harrow, I8 addressed to
“My Son.” Mr. Moore, and the aonotator of
the standard edition of Byron's pooms, gravely
give the public their speculations on the poiat,
whether Lord Byron firsg beeame a father while
a schoolvoy in Hurrow; and go into particulars
in relation to a certaln Infant, the claim to which
lay between Lord Byren and aunother schoel-
fellow, It is not the nature of the event ltealf,
g0 much as the cool, unombarrassed manner ju
which it is discussed, that gives the lmpression
of thestate of public morals. There I8 no iati-
mation of anything unusual, or discreditable to
the schoal, in the event, aud no apparent suspi-
clon that it will be regarded as a serious imputa-
tion on Lord Byron's chiaracter,

Modern physiological developments would
lead any person vorsed in the study of the reclp-
rocal Influence of physical and moral laws o
anticipale the most serlous daunger to such an
organization as Lord Byron's, from a precocious
development of the passlons.  Alcoholle and
parcotic stiulants, in the case of such a person,
would be regarded as Iittle less than suicidal,
and an early course of combined drinking and
licentigusuoss as tending directly to establish
those unsound conditions which lead rowands
moral Insaniky. Yot not only Lord Byron's
testimony, but every probabllity from the
lieense of soclety, 4 to show that this was
exactly what did tuke place,

Nealy restrained by education, nor warned
by any correct physlological Knowledge, nor
held in check by any public sentiment, he drifted
directly upon the fatal rock.

Here we gife Mr. Moore full eredit for all his
abatements o regard to Lord Byron's excesses
in his enrly days. Moors males the point very
strongly that he was not, de faclo, even so bad
as muny of his assoclates; and we agree with him.
Byron's physieal organization was originally as
fine and sensitive as that of the most delicate
woman, He posssased the faculty of moral ideality
in a high ee; and he bad not, in the earlier
part of his life, an atiraction towards mere bratal
vice, 1lis physical senaltivences was so remark-
able, that he says of hiumself, “'A dose of salls
has the effect of a temporary inebriatien, like
Lght champagne, upon me.” Yel this excop-
tionally delicately orzanized Loy and youth was
in o ¢irele where nol to conform (o the coarie
drinking customs of his doy was to Incur cen-
sure and ridicule. That be early acquired the
power of bearing large quantities of lquor s
manifested by the record in his journal that, on
the day when he read the severe ‘‘Edinburgh™
article upon his schoolboy poems, Le drank
three bottles of claret at a sitting,

Yot Byron was so far superior to his times,
that some vague linpulses to physiologiceal pru-
dence seemn to hoave suggesied themselves to
him, and been acted upon with great vigor. He
pever could bave lved so long as he dld undoer
the exhaustive process of every kind of exosss,
if he had not reinforced his physical nature by
un azsiduous care of his muscalar system, He
took boxing lessons, and distingulshed himself
In all athletic exercises.

Ife also had periods in which he seemed to
try vaguoly to retrieve himself from dhllpaﬂm
and to acquire seli-mastery by what he ea
temperauce.

ihx:t. ignorant and excessive ln all his move-
ments, b \'ell'; efforts st temperance were in-
temperato, rom- violent excesses In eatin
and drinking, he would pass to no less unoab
periods of utter abstinence. Thus the very
conservalive power which nature has of adapt-
